Gov. Griffin’s House leaders an- 
nounced Sunday they will intro- 
duce a bill to cut state incorfe 
taxes by about $20 million a year 
and said the -governor will not 
oppose it. 

Administration floor leader W. 
Colbert Hawkins of Screven Coun- 
ty said he and House Speaker 
Marvin Moate will sponsor the 
legislation to restore federal in- 
come tax payments as a state in- 
come deduction. 

Hawkins said the surprise bill, 
which will be dropped in the hop- 
per Monday, would retain present 
income tax rates and exemptions. 
The cut would be effective on 1958 
income, payable in 1959. However, 
Rep. Frank Twitty of Mitchell 
County, a stalwart of Lt. Gov. 
Vandiver who was floor leader for 
Gov. Herman Talmadge, said he 
will offer an amendment which 
would make the cut effective on 
1957 taxes, on which Georgians 
are now filing returns.

FOREIGN MINISTERS

“The first method I have pro- 
posed would, I think, improve the 
prospects for a meeting of heads 
of government,” the Prime Min- 
ister said in his reply to the So- 
viet Premier’s Jan. 9 letter. 

“We would agree to either 
method, but of course we would 
not presume to speak for other 
governments. 


WITHOUT DELAY 


“If either of these proposals 
proved acceptable to the ‘goy- 
ernments concerned, the detailed 
arrangements for a foreign min- 
isters’ meeting or for the diplo- 
matic exchanges might best be 
made without delay through their 
diplomatic representatives in 
Moscow.”’ 

As a matter of convenience, 
Macmillan said, it might be best 
to confine the foreign ministers’ 
meeting to the governments rep- 
resented at Geneva in 1955. 

“But this does not prejudice 
the ultimate composition of a 
subsequent meeting of heads of 
government,” he added.

| Planet Visitors Must Be Breathless, Mines Bureau Says 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (}—Don’t be in a hurry to book space 
ship travel reservations to the planets. Even if you go there you 
might find conditions rather unpleasant. ; 

Here’s a summary of what you might expect, as furnished by 
the Bureau of Mines: | 

Mercury: There is no “observational evidence’ of an atmos 
phere on Mertury. 

Venus: Observations show conclusively that Venus possesses 
an abundant atmosphere—of carbon dioxide, which is hardly 
breathable. No evidences of free oxygen or water have been de- 
tected. 

Mars: Observations by the Mt. Wilson Observatory show that 
the Martian atmosphere cannot contain much oxxygen, but there 
is plenty of carbon dioxide. 

Jupiter: Pretty cold here, minus 120 degrees centigrade to be 


exact. The whole planet is encased in a shelf of ice 16,000 miles 
thick. The atmosphere contains ammonia and methane. 

Saturn: It’s even colder here—about minus 140 degrees centi- 
grade, but the ice shell is believed to be only about 6,000 miles 

_ thick. The ‘“‘atmosphere”’ has a density about one-third that of 

water, consisting mainly of hydrogen, helium, ammonia and 
methane. 

Uranus, Neptune and Pluto: It’s still colder on Uranus, minus 
180 degrees centigrade, and Neptune is 30 degrees colder than that. 
If it’s any help, astronomers believe both planets are “easily ca- 
pable of supporting an atmosphere.’’ There is practically no infor- 
mation about Pluto. 

The Bureau of Mines supplied this data, which it said comes 
from astronomical authorities, to the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. The committee made it public today.

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Insurance Probe Is 


Job for Assembly! 


The House of Representatives should 
lose no time today in approving Rep. 
Frank Twitty’s resolution to probe the 
proposed huge increases in insurance 
rates—increases which would cost Geor- 
gia homeowners and all other property 
owners an undetermined millions of 
dollars. 

They should also investigate the ne- 
cessity of the heavy increase in automo- 
bile insurance rates. 

Insurance Commissioner Cravey, ap- 
parently concerned about the public out- 
cry against the increases and also about 
the prospect of legislative studies, has 
held up the secretly-granted. increases 
until he can conduct a public hearing on 
them. Why, considering the magnitude of 
the hikes, didn’t he think of that before 
agreeing to such a huge bite out of the 
pockets of all Georgians? 

Rep. Twitty makes the interesting 
suggestion that some insurance compa- 
nies may be passing along the price of 
bad investments they have made to their 
customers. It’s a line of thought which 
lends itself to full investigation. In 
these days a great many compa- 
nies and individuals have lost money on 
investments. Does Mr. Cravey mean to 
say he wants the people of Georgia to 
make up such losses for insurance ‘com- 
panies? There is no reason at all why 
such losses should be added to rates. 

The legislator also asks why Virginia, 
which has a board of actuaries who know 
about the insurance business, has such 
lower insurance rates than we have in 
Georgia. Why, indeed? 

What, furthermore, does Mr. Cravey 
know about insurance? His confused 
actions these past few days leaves plenty 
of doubt. And why shouldn’t Georgia end 
this one-man control and follow Virgin- 
ja’s example? 

So let the Legislature probe this in- 
surance business and the state’s insurance 
department.

Tuned To Save Lives 


With our*ancestors the shout “Help!” 
was likely to carry no farther than the 
edge of the clearing. 

Pioneer families lived and suffered 
and died out of reach of the fire depart- 
ment, the police, the doctor and the hos- 
pital. 

Good transportation and communica- 
tion have let the cry for help reach out 
and make all men neighbors. 

Now electronics promises to knit Geor- 
gia into a neighborhood of doctors and 
hospitals. 

The State Health Department and 
Civil Defense are cooperating in a pro- 
gram that will give the state a health- 
and-help radio network. 


In an individual distress’ case—say a 
call for rare blood—the entire state can 
be alerted to the need. 

If there is a disaster, as at Villa Rica, 
emergency and medical forces can be 
mobilized and organized through the 
state network. 

A two-way radio system linking hos- 
pitals and doctors can be a great asset 
to the state. 

Surely, it will be a far cry from the 
day the community in distress sent out 
men on horseback to bring help. 

The radio link will be more effective 
even than the party line.

Captive Public Deserves 


Best Service Available 


In view of discussions about negotia- 
tion of service contracts at the Atlanta 
Airport, attention should be called to a 
provision in the city charter which re- 
quires that such contracts for concessions 
and leases in city property be handled 
on that basis. 

The charter was amended several 
years ago following abuses in the bid 
system for such concessions which came 
to light. One involved a concession of a 
high bidder at the airport itself and 
another at the City Auditorium. A year 
_ after the airport transaction was closed, 
the so-called high bidder was able to get 
a resolution through the Board of Alder- 
men reducing his rent. 

Normally, we are one of the strongest 
advocates of the bid system. But in in- 
stances involving personal services to a 
captive public, irresponsible firms which 
may be high bidders but which later 
none Me Se pias, service and highes 


prices produce a worse evil than the 
bid system is designed to cure. 


Personal service contracts at most of 
the nation’s major airports have followed 
the practice of the New York Port Au- 
thority in negotiating contracts in order 
to insure reliable service at reasonable 
prices. They first determine the finan- 
cial reliability and ability of firms to 
provide the required services as a pro- 
tection for the public. 


While upholding the bid system in 
purchases and construction contracts, in 
matters involving safety, comfort and 
good service by concessionaires on city 
property, the city has the responsibility 
to assure quality as well as revenue.

Georgia Ought To Curb 
This Stolen Auto Traffic 


The Floyd County legislative delega- 
tion’s bill to establish a statewide system 
of automobile title registration would slap 
the brakes on the lucrative traffic in 
stolen cars in Georgia. 


The present law is pitifully inadequate. 
Anyone with a tag license receipt, easily 
obtainable, can palm off a stolen car 
without being required to furnish any 
further proof of ownership. 


Georgia is one of less than a dozen 
states without the type of law proposed 
by the Floyd legisiators. As a result, this 
state has become a lush hunting ground 
for car thieves and a favorite dumping 
ground for vehicles stolen in other states. 
Automobile dealers, finance companies 
and private citizens have been taken for 
fast rides that left them holding the bag. 

Grand jury after grand jury, civic 
clubs, used car dealers and private citi- 
zens repeatedly have pleaded for a title 
registration law so that proof of owner- 
ship would be a prerequisite to selling a 
vehicle. Year after year bills to that effect 
have been allowed to die in the General 
Assembly. 


Discounting opposition from shady 
operators, the only other argument 
against the measure apparently comes 
from some dealers—reputable ones—who 
claim registration would involve too much 
red tape. 

That contention simply does not hold 
water. It has not deterred other states, 
the most recent of which was South Caro- 
lina, from enacting such laws. And 
they are working to the advantage of 
all concerned except the unscrupulous 
who are forced to go to the trouble of 
transferring their activities to Georgia, 
as they have done in droves. 

There were 73 more cars stolen in At- 
lanta last month than during the pre- 
vious January. The same trend is report- 
ed throughout the state. 

With the squeeze on in other states 
because of stringent registration laws, 
Georgia will continue its top ranking as a 
haven for car thieves until such a law 
is passed here. The current session of the 
Legislature has the responsibility of do- 
ing so.

When Will Legislators Lose 
This ‘Soak Cities’ Attitude? 


Mayor W. Lee Mingledorff put his finger squarely on the core 
of the underlying cause of many of the financial problems that beset 
Georgia’s urban communities when he criticized an apparent policy 
on the part of small county legislators to vote against anything 
that would be beneficial to larger cities. 


The mayor’s comment followed 
a report by the Ways and Means 
Committee of the Georgia House 
of Representatives which turned 
thumbs down on a bill to elimi- 
nate the payment of state gaso- 
line taxes by municipalities. The 
bill, if passed, would have meant 
a saving of about $25,000 a year 
to the city of Savannah, which 
money, incidentally, must be col- 
lected from local taxpayers. 

Therefore, part of the taxes 
paid by local residents to the city 
must be paid by the city as taxes 
to the state. This double-taxation 
feature of the situation, coupled to 
the fact that the tax is utilized to 
maintain highways that city ve- 
hicles seldom use, lends validity 
to. the appeal by cities, voiced 
through the Georgia Municipal 
Assn., that this tax be eliminated. 

Municipalities are hard enough 
pressed for revenues to operate 
without being taxed themselves. 
Federal, state and county tax 
collectors have left few pennies by 
the time the cities get a chance 
to tax 
needs. 

The bill in question this time 
is only one of many instances in 
which legislators from small 
counties, who by numerical supe- 
riority control the Georgia Gen- 
eral Assembly, have shown a re- 
luctance to play fair and square 
with Georgia’s larger cities. 

Sadly enough, the attitude on 


the part of legislators from Geor-

eitizens for municipal 


gia’s smaller rural counties has 
for years been somewhat less 
than enthusiastic toward meas- 
ures calculated to be of benefit 
to the state’s larger centers of 
population. 


The county unit system enables 
the Legislature to write its own 
ticket in many respects when the 
question arises as to the degree to 
which cities and counties pay the 
state and the degree to which 
they benefit directly by state ex- 
penditures. An almost infallible 
thumb rule is that the larger the 
county, the smaller the share of 
the tax dollar paid the state that 
is returned to the county in the 
form of school aid, road building 
programs and other state-support- 
ed projects. 

Large courties pay the state 
more than they receive from the 
state in return. Small counties, 
which are in the majority, re- 
ceive from the state more than 
they pay in state taxes. 

Perhaps these legislators need 
to be reminded that they have a 
responsibility to act in the best 
interest of the state as a whole 
as well as their own communities. 
Georgia cannot prosper for any of 
its citizens if our urban market 
places are to be saddled wiith dis- 
criminatory legislation by rural 
legislators who labor — the 
misapprehension that are 
voting themselves a “tree ” ride” 
at another's expense. «

3. Their known residence in 
Moscow spans the whole period of 
the Bulganin correspondence, from 
the first letter on Sept. 9, 1955, to 
the latest one last week. 

4. The whole sequence of the 
letters, including the batch of 18 
to 20 epistles Moscow sent off to 
all the NATO governments and a 
few others last fall, reveal a fre- 
quency of English idiom. 

5. Soviet maneuvering in the 
Middle East and in the nature of 
the Kremlin’s efforts to appeal to 
segments of Western thinking has 
shown much greater flexibility 
since Burgess and MacLean be- 
came available to suggest’ how 
the Soviets could go about it. 

This is not to say these two 
Western defectors are making 
Soviet policy. They’re not. It is 
to say that it is altogether plau- 
sible that they are helping to 
make it work.

of Jay McCreary, the newest member of the SEC basketball coach- 
ing fraternity. 

It has been a long campaign for McCreary, who is unaccus- 
tomed to seeing his teams on the short end. LSU has won only one 
conference game, an upset triumph over arch-rival Tulane, but you 
can look for a revival on the Bayou. 

Athletic Director Jim Corbett spoke highly of McCreary at the 
recent SEC meeting in Tuscaloosa. ‘“‘We have one of the finest 
coaches in the conference,’’ Corbett said, ‘‘and you can look for us 
to be back up there in the future.”’ 

McCreary has a winning background. In fact, he is the 
author of a book, “‘Winning High School Basketball.’”’ He quali- 
fied as an author by rolling up a 134-32 record at Muncie High, 

a remarkable chart in the Hoosier hotbed of basketball. 

As the LSU brochure notes, McCreary is a pupil of three of the 
game’s big name coaches, Ev Case, Everett Dean and Branch 
McCracken. 

He was a star forward on Indiana’s 1940 National champs. 
McCracken hired his ace as a freshman coach and scout. After a 
service hitch and a tour in the high school ranks, McCreary returned 
to Indiana as an assistant. He then answered a call from DePauw 
University, where he left a ‘25-10 record, to accept an attractive 
offer from Muncie. 

Neighboring Tulane has long specialized in Indiana products, 
and McCreary will undoubtedly lure some of the Hoosier hot shots

By the early 1950s, the regis- 
tration act had so obviously failed 
in its intent that the Talmadge 
administration dropped the whole 
idea and repealed the re-regis- 
tration feature of the law. 

Griffin leaders think the racial 
climate in ‘Georgia has changed 
sufficiently in the past few years 
that the white voters will now) 
accept the tough, new re-registra- 
tion proposal including reinstate- | 
ment of the poll tax. 

Undoubtedly the climate has 
changed some. The Supreme 
Court's 1954 school de-segregation 
decision, the passage of a federal 
“‘right-to-vote” civil rights law, 
and the integration explosion at 
Little Rock have contributed to 
a general tightening of racial 
feelings. 

But whether it has changed 
enough to create a willingness on 
the part of the whites to accept 
Griffin's proposal remains to be 
seen. 

If they do, Griffin will have 
added to his reputation as a two- 


fisted segregationist who proves 
his. mettle by deeds as well as 
words. 

But if the proposal becomes law 
and then proves as unpopular as 


'the Talmadge re-registration act, 


Griffin will likely be blamed for 
putting another tax on the people 
and attempting to restrict voting 
rights. 

The governor is seeking to mar- 
shal white public opinion in sup- 
port of his proposal. He has sent 
out around 50,000 letters to public 
officials and others declaring that 
the “inconvenience” his proposal 
might cause white voters is pref- 
erable “‘to turning our state over 
to Negro domination.” 

Until Griffin's proposals are 
put down in black and white in 
the form of proposed legislation, 
many veteran legislators are tak- 
ing a cautious approach to the

Maria Renfold Helps Gourmet with Beef Scallops 


Well-Fed Gourmet Cooks Elegance 
With the Ease of Scrambled Eggs

From his mother’s kitchen to 
the kitchens of the world, James 
Beard has cooked his way to 
fame as one of the country’s 

foremost gourmets. 

As the master cook demon- 
strated six of his glamorous 
recipes to the Chopstcks Club 
here Sunday night, he worked 
with the poise of a crafts- 
man. 

Using the techniques of “the 
cook’s cook,’’ which is the dis- 
tinguished title he has attained 
for himself, Mr. Beard enter- 
tained his audience for more 
than an hour. 

With chafing dishes flaming 
beneath his hands, the specta- 
tors were shown how easy it 
is to make a new and glam- 
orous dish in almost as little 
time as it takes to scramble 
an egg. 

Mr. Beard he became 
enthusiastic about food when 
he was a small boy in the 
kitchen of his mother’s hotel 
on the West Coast. ‘(But look- 
ing at this well-fed gourment, 
its hard to believe that he ever 
was a small boy). 

Anyway, he began teaching 
people to “cook differently,” 


said 


more or less as a hobby. As 
a young man he went to New 
York and became a partner 
in a catering business. There 
he had a chance to experiment 
with new recipes and to add the 
extra touch which has always 
delighted him. 


Since then Mr. Beard has 
lives in various parts of the 
United States, Europe, South 


America and the West Indies, 
always in search of foods that 
will delight his audiences. Be- 
cause of the studies he has 
made of the cuisine of these 
countries he is able to present 
his own exotic recipes adapt- 


ed to American cooking. He 
himself cooks with a gour- 
met’s gusto, being equally 


at home in a modern kitchen, 
at an outdoor barbecue pit, or 
by a campfire. 

One recipe demonstrated Sun- 
day night was a particular hit 
with the members of the Chop- 
sticks Club. Beef scallops with 
cognac was made. with such 
ease it was amazing that they 
could taste as delicious as they 
did. The blend of sour cream, 
tomato puree, Worcestershire 
added in 


sauce and cognac, 


just the right proportions, is 
enough to whet the appeties of 
the most particular. 


And Mr. Beard’s crabmeat 
charentais filled the Luau res- 
taurant with ooohs and ahs of 
happy tasters. The parsley in 
this dish seems to complement 
the crabmeat, but it takes the 
green onion, green pepper, sher- 
ry and flames to complete the 
dish. 

Besides adding an unmatched 
taste to the food, the flames 
of an ignited recipe add the 
gourmet’s touch which is so 
easy to attain, yet so impres- 
sive when demonstrated. 

With any of the following 
recipes you can learn to be an 
exciting gourmet in your own 
kitchen. 

COGNAC ROQUEFORT 
SPREAD 


Combine 1 pound Rodquefort 
cheese with % pound softened 
butter and 1% pound cream 


cheese. Add a dash of Tabasco. 
season to taste with cognac, a 
few grains of cayenne and a 
touch of dry mustard. Beat well 
with a wire whisk or in the elec- 
tric beater. Store in jars in the 
refrigerator. Freshen with a few 
more drops cognac each time 
you make use of the spread.

When they 
are hot, but not boiling, add % 
cup heated cognac and flame or 
not as you choose. Sprinkle 
with crumbled macaroons and 
serve with sweetened cognac- 
flavored cream.
